Prosecutor Lee 

Reynolds said that 
Burgin traded as Dock 
View Cars in Barry when 
two complaints were 
made to the Vale Council 
Trading Standards. 

A woman indicated 
she had bought a Ford Ka 
for £900 and became 
concerned about the 
noise it was making 
when she drove to her 
home in the Midlands. 

It was discovered that 
the exhaust system was 
corroded and would cost 
£324 to replace. The 
vehicle later failed an 
MoT test because of 
corrosion and 

mechanical defects. 

The vehicle was 
confirmed to be 
dangerous and after 
paying out £1,441, the 
customer scrapped the 
vehicle. 

Another customer 
bought an Audi from 
Burgin for £2,400. On 
the clock, were 9,800 
miles but when an 
attempt was made to sell 
the car, it was found to 
have travelled 300,000. 

The higher figure was 
not the responsibility of 
Burgin.

T he startling 
severity of a 
recent 

independent review 
on standards of 
NHS care in 
Bridgend and 
Neath Port Talbot 
is almost 
unimaginable.

Wales will rightly 
question what led to 
these astonishing failings 
at Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board and all 
who have suffered 
deserve personal and 
unreserved apologies. 

This report is one of 
the worst we have seen 
in the last 15 years of a 
Labour-run Welsh NHS 
and the First Minister 
should dedicate time to

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Barry man is 
jailed for making 
false allegation 


AN innocent man was kept 
in custody for nearly two 
hours after a false 
allegation of robbery was 
made against him, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, the 
man who made the claim, Wayne 
Burnell, was jailed for nine 
months. 

Burnell, of Caldy Close, Barry, 
pleaded guilty to attempting to 
pervert the course of justice. 

Prosecutor Gareth James said 
that Burnell and Robert Papuca 
fell out over a car deal. 


The defendant believed he had 
been “ripped off’. 

He later claimed that the other 
man had robbed him at 
knifepoint. 

“This resulted in an innocent 
man being in custody for one hour 
and 52 minutes,” said Mr James. 

Burnell was arrested and 
admitted the accusation had been 
incorrect and was ashamed. 

The court heard that Burnell 
had convictions for 112 offences, 
including dishonesty, robbery and 
intimidating a witness. 

His counsel, Leah Pollard, 
said: “He did not persist with the 
false allegation. He was 


embarrassed by a car deal that 
went wrong. 

“His remorse is genuine, and 
he is starting to turn his life 
around. He has certainly learned 
his lesson.” 

Judge Stephen Hopkins QC 
described Burnell’s record as 
“staggering and astonishing.” 

“The allegation that was made 
was completely untrue”. 

The judge added: “This offence 
is always serious because it hits at 
the very heart of the 
administration of justice.” 

Burnell was ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £100. 


CAR TRADER RECEIVES 
SUSPENDED SENTENCE

Mr Reynolds said Trading Standards experts 
pounced on Burgin’s premises and found five 
dangerous vehicles and seven unroadworthy 
vehicles. 

He was interviewed and admitted the offences. 

He was said to have previous convictions for 
driving with excess alcohol and possessing cocaine 
and counterfeit currency. 

His barrister, Nicholas Gedge, said he was a 
devoted family man who demonstrated great 
candour and remorse. 

“Very rapidly, he put his house in order and 
acknowledges things had not been done right. He 
was operating at the lower end of the used car 
market. Margins were tight, and there was always 
hard bargaining,” he added. 


At the time, he had high overheads and 
sometimes in a bad month, would not make a profit. 

Unfortunately, said Mr Gedge, he put cars up for 
sale before they were ready and didn’t know if they 
were dangerous or unroadworthy. 

He should have made checks. Following the visit 
by Trading Standards, he rapidly put his house in 
order and he accepts his business was run in a slack 
way. 

“Mr Gedge added that the effect of him being 
investigated was serious. 

“Word got around fast and it took its toll. Trade 
and turnover went down, and last year he ceased 
trading in Barry.” 

He now trades in Cardiff on a much smaller 
scale, he added.

A Llantwit Major man is

Just in terms of 
diversity, 29 species 
have been recorded this 
century in British or 
Irish territorial waters. 

None of this 
information would be 
available to us without 
the efforts of Sea Watch 
volunteers recording 
and reporting their 
sightings. 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan coastline is 
perfect for carrying out 
one of these one or two 
hour surveys. 

So please consider 
volunteering a little 
time to our marine 
environment, even if 
you see nothing, all 
information is vital.

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MEMORIES OF A BARRY MAN WHO 
WAS PIVOTAL IN WWII SURRENDER 


BARRIAN Derek 
Knee, who passed 
away on May 18, 
aged 91, was Field 
Marshall Bernard 
Montgomery’s 
interpreter at the 
German Surrender 
at Lunehurg Heath 
in May 1945. 

In this extract from his 
new book Barry and the 
Second World War, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks pays 
tribute to him. 

Derek Knee, 22, was a 
staff captain at the 
headquarters of the 
British Second Army and 
was acting as a translator 
for the ceremony on 
Liineburg Heath, in north¬ 
west Germany, which 
marked the end of the 
Second World War in 
Europe. 

He was a student of 
French and German at 
Cambridge University 
who had, like so many 
others, become caught up 
in the conflict. A whole 
summer spent with a 
family in Germany had 
helped make hi m fluent in 
the language, but he was 
not fully prepared for the 
task handed down to him. 

“My commanding 
officer told me go down 
to Montgomery’s office. 
He didn't say what for but 
that was the nature of the 
Army, wasn’t it? You just 
did what you were told,” 


said the former 
intelligence officer. 

Mr Knee found himself 
in the middle of the 
woods at Lunehurg 
Heath, the only person 
who could understand 
both the field marshal and 
the three-man German 
delegation. 

“The day started in 
complete confusion," he 
recalled. “We expected a 
group from German 
Army headquarters but 
when they arrived there 
were others who wanted 
to surrender Hamburg. 
They had to be separated 
out. 

“Montgomery was 
demanding an 

unconditional surrender 
and the German officers 
said they were not 
qualified to offer it. 

“It occupied all of the 
morning and when we 
arrived towards 

lunchtime, Montgomery 
said (to the Germans) 
‘We’re obviously not 
making any progress. You 
had better go and talk 
about this and I will give 
you lunch’. 

“Montgomery gave 
them a good lunch - a 
bottle of wine and even a 
glass of cognac each to 
make sure they were in a 
good mood when they 
came back”. 

After lunch, the peace 
talks moved inside to 
Montgomery’s 



impressive carpeted tent, 
complete with flowers on 
the table. 

With the aid of maps, 
the British officers 
impressed on the 
Germans the extent to 
which the Russians were 
also advancing on their 
forces from the east. 

“It was very gloomy. 
Some Germans were 
completely ignorant of 
the battle situation. One 
burst into tears when 
shown how far the 
Russians had reached. 

“I wouldn’t have been 
surprised if somebody 
committed suicide over 
lunch. But they just drank 
the wine which Monty 
provided. 

“They explained they 
did not have the authority 
to negotiate this 
unconditional surrender 
but if Montgomery 
insisted they would go 


back to their HQ and get 
permission from Doenitz, 
the new leader of the 
German people. Hitler 
having died days before.” 

At the end of the first 
day’s negotiations - May 
3 1945 - Captain Knee 
drove back to the 
outskirts of Hamburg 
with the German 
commanders who had 
returned to seek 
authorisation for an 
unconditional surrender 
from Admiral Doenitz, 
the titular head of the 
disintegrating Nazi 
regime after Hitler’s 
death. 

“They came back on 
the second day with an 
extra delegate and said 
that Doenitz had agreed. 
People were very 
reserved,” said Capt 
Knee. 

“We were standing up 
most of the time; Monty 


liked to have people 
standing up. The war 
correspondents had 
moved heaven and earth 
to get there.” 

At 6.30pm Admiral 
von Friedeburg initialled 
the paper. The all- 
important surrender 
document, the first of 
three around Europe, was 
eventually signed at 18.30 
BST on May 4,1945. 

Mr Knee added: 
“Montgomery had 
insisted on drawing up a 
second surrender 

document. He was very 
strict about it. The only 
thing was there was a 
mistake on it in the date, 
which he had to scribble 
out and correct”. 

A couple of weeks 
later, Mr Knee was one of 
the contingent who went 
to arrest Doenitz and the 
rest of the German 
government in Flensburg. 



He witnessed Friedeburg, 
one of the three who had 
signed the peace 
agreement, committing 
suicide with a cyanide 
pill. 

After the war, Mr Knee 
returned to Cambridge 
and, abandoning his 
languages degree, studied 
economics instead and 
went on with wife 
Margaret, whom he had 
met before the war in 
Barry, to travel widely 
advising the principal 
department stores in 
Europe. 

A copy of Dr Hicks’s 
book Barry and the 
Second World War will be 
presented to Barry 
Library in June.

Politicians get 
election grilling 
from students 


POLITICIANS 
from three of the 
leading Welsh 
political parties 
visited Cardiff and 
Vale College to 
explain the 

importance of 
voting to students 
ahead of last week’s 
European elections. 

Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives and AM 
for south Wales central, 
Andrew RT Davies, Vale 
Labour AM and Business 
Minister Jane Hutt, and 
Eluned Parrott, Lib Dem 
AM for south Wales 
central and Shadow 
transport minister, held 
question and answer 
sessions with students on 
the Horizons course - an 
independent living skills 
course for young people 
with learning difficulties. 

“Most, if not all of the 
students, have never 
voted at an election 
before, although they are 
all eligible to vote,” 
Horizons course tutor 


Debbie Clark explained. 

“One student told me 
that her dad had thrown 
their polling cards in the 
bin, as he doesn’t see the 
point in voting. A few of 
the other students 
mentioned that there isn’t 
any point in voting as it 
doesn’t affect them. 

“I was slightly 
alarmed at these 
statements, so invited 
representatives of the 
main parties to visit the 
college at such short 
notice to meet with the 
students to explain the 
importance of voting and 
of voting at the European 
elections.”

FLASH FLOODS

FIRE Service crews, as well as council 
staff, were called to several areas in The 
Vale last Thursday, including Lavernock 
Road and Windsor Road in Penarth, as well 
as Murch Road in Dinas Powys.

The Vale Council had three teams visiting areas 
late into the evening on Thursday to help clear the 
flood water from affected areas. 

Michael Clogg, operational manager for 
highways and engineering, said: “The council will 
be commencing investigations into the flooding 
incidents as Lead Local Flood Authority under the 
Flood and Water Management Act to understand 
their cause and ensure that appropriate agencies 
play their role in the effective management of 
flooding incidents and recovery. ” 
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Eye-opener on a night shift with police in Vale 


S OME weeks 
ago, I worked a 
night shift with 
the police in the 
Vale. 

I have done this on a 
number of occasions and 
each time, I never cease 
to be amazed by the 
range of incidents the 
officers get involved in. 

A missing child, 
conflicts, domestic 
violence, burglary, theft, 
drunk locals and a 
seriously ill drug abuser, 
were just some of the 
issues we covered during 
the 10 hours I was with 
them. Their 

commitment, efforts and 
fearless intervention are 
difficult to comprehend. 

The evening started 
with tracing the owners 
of stolen goods. 

Property had been 
recovered before my 
shift started. Luckily, 
one of the items 
contained a receipt, 
which enabled the police 
to trace the purchasers 
and identify the owners. 

It was hard to beheve 
that officers had 
identified the owners of 
the stolen items before 
the theft had been 


reported! 

As we were 

confirming owners of the 
stolen goods, a call came 
over the radio 
highlighting that a nine- 
year-old boy was 
missing. Every person 
we passed whilst in the 
van was asked pohtely if 
they had seen Mm. 

Thankfully, two 
hours later, by 11pm a 
radio message confirmed 
that he had been found. 

Our next job was to 
seek out the suspected 
burglar. He was known 
to have been ‘sofa 
surfing’ - no permanent 
address and moving 
between friends’ 
properties. 

On arrival at an 
address, all we could 
hear was a noise that 
sounded like extreme 
violence from witMn the 
property. I thought that 
someone or sometMng 
was being kill ed. 

When we knocked the 
door (loudly), all went 
silent. A young woman 
eventually answered and 
when we entered, the 
destruction of the council 
flat was evident. 

A baseball bat had 
been taken to every 


plasterboard wall and 
item of furniture; needles 
were lying on the floor 
and a large dog barked 
continuously. The 
woman who answered 
the door refused to make 
a complaint, but the 
officers insisted on 
taking her to neutral 
premises. 

After several other 
calls, we identified a 
property where a suspect 
was likely to be and 
back-up was called. A 
man was arrested and 
taken to the custody suite 
in Cardiff Bay. 

I then joined officers 
patrolling the ‘night 
time’ economy on Broad 
Street and High Street. 
Passing cars had to avoid 
several individuals 
wandering into the road 
in a drunken state. 
Officers intervened on a 
number occasions to 
prevent them from being 
knocked down. 

The relationsMp with 
bar doormen was 
excellent. As soon as 
they thought that a 
conflict could develop, 
they signalled to us 
immediately. 

Two arrests were 
made for public order

It was close to Sam at 
this stage and the 
remaiMng officer and I 


then sought to identify 
and advise the fairuly of 
the one who had been 
taken to hospital. TMs 
was completed two 
hours later. I arrived 
home by 6am. 

Again, tMs exercise 
taught me a huge amount 
and there were so many 
issues for me to follow 
up on. However, I want 
to close this column by 
showing my appreciation 
to the officers on duty 
and to the pohee in 
general. 

Their efforts and 
commitment in our 
interests should be 
appreciated by us all.

Convoy recalls Vale role in 
Operation Overlord which 
changed course of history

ON Sunday, May 

18, a convoy of 15 
military vehicles 
arrived at Barry 
Island and parked 
up on the sea front 
(with permission!) 
overlooking the 
beach. 

Twelve jeeps, mostly 
with US Army 
markings, two U/i ton 
trucks and a despatch 
rider on a motorbike. 

The question, 
‘What’s occurrin’?’ was 
no doubt on the minds 
of those who had been 
quietly enjoying the 
glorious sunshine. 

The vehicles belong 
to members of the south 
Wales branch of the 
Military Vehicle Trust 
and they had come from 
Bridgend, Cwmbran, 
Tonypandy, Port Talbot, 
Swansea, as well as 
Barry and other parts of 
south Wales. 

Mr Ernie Williams of 
Port Talbot (secretary) 
had organised their 
convergence on the 
seaside town where 
Wayne Gill of Barry 
appropriately led the 
convoy. Their purpose 
was to mark a 


significant World War 
Two anniversary. 

Seventy years ago, in 
May 1944, the military 
build-up in the UK 
(including south Wales) 
for the invasion- 
liberation of France was 
completed. 

A few weeks later, 
over 42,000 United 
State Army soldiers 
sailed from the ports of 
the Bristol Channel for 
the beaches of 
Normandy. 

This small convoy 
was in honour of those 
men - and many others, 
British, French, 
Canadian, 

Commonwealth, who 
changed the course of 
history - for the better. 


After leaving Barry 
Island, the jeeps and the 
Jimmys headed for 
‘G.40’ - what used to 
be a large US Army 
supply depot on the 
outskirts of Barry (that’s 
another story). 

By May 1944, from 
Sedbury near Chepstow 
to Scurlage on the 
Gower peninsula 
hundreds of United 
States Army trucks and 
jeeps were on the move, 
as Operation Bolero, the 
build-up of Allied men 
and equipment for 
Operation Overlord, 
reached its high point. 

Over 42,000 
American troops were 
being moved into 25 
marshalling camps 


located across south 
Wales, in readiness for 
the imminent invasion 
of Nazi-occupied 
France. 

Another 8,000 US 
troops were supporting 
these combat units, as 
they made their last- 
minute preparations to 
go to war to liberate 
western Europe. 

In early June, they 
left the camps - on foot 
or in trucks or by train - 
for the docks at Barry, 
Newport, Cardiff and 
Swansea to embark on 
their transports, to sail 
in Liberty ships and 
troopships down the 
Bristol Channel, around 
Land’s End and up the 
English Channel, before 


turning to starboard for 
the Normandy landing 
beaches. 

From D-i-1 - June 7, 
1944 onwards, men of 
the 2nd Infantry 
Division 

(‘Indianheads’) and 
90th Infantry Division 
(‘Tough Hombres’) with 
supporting troops 
landed on Omaha Beach 
and Utah Beach, as part 
of the build-up force in 
Operation Overlord. 

Sunday’s convoy 
remembered and 
honoured the men of the 
First United States 
Army and of the Service 
of Supply, especially 
those stationed briefly 
in south Wales.

MADE IN THE UK 
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Ukip secures a 
victory in Vale... 


THE United 

Kingdom 
Independence 
Party (Ukip) won 
the European 
election in the Vale 
of Glamorgan by 
polling 9,577 
votes - 387 more 
than their nearest 
challengers the 
Conservatives. 

The Labour Party 
came third with 7,926 
votes and Plaid Cymru 
The Party of Wales 
fourth with 3,484 votes. 

With less than a year 
to go until the general 
election, the result will 
be carefully examined 
by both the Tories and 
the Labour Party. 

The Vale is a marginal 
seat - the 

Conservatives’ Alun 
Cairns is the current MP 
and before him Labour’s 
John Smith was returned 


to Westminster. 

Local party strategists 
will be keen to work out 
what sort of effect Ukip 
may have on the general 
election to be held on 
May 7,2015. 

A Ukip victory in the 
Vale appears little more 
than a distant possibility, 
but if the party continues 
to pick up voters from 
the other parties, it could 
affect which candidate 
of the two major parties 
is returned. 

In Wales, Labour won 
the poll with 206,332 
votes, just ahead of 
Ukip on 201,983. The 
Conservatives, who won 
nationally in 2009, came 
third with 127,742 votes. 
Plaid Cymru polled 
111,864 votes, the 
Greens 33,275 and 
Liberal Democrats 
28,930. 

The four MEPs 
elected for Wales are 
Derek Vaughan, Labour

With the X franchise 
given a new lease of life 
thanks to prequel First 
Class, Singer returns to 
'X' world to tackle Days 
of Future Past, a film 
that brings together the 
casts of all the previous 
films for a truly epic 
story. 

Set in a future that has 
seen mutants wiped from 
the face of the earth by 
machines known as 
Sentinels, a small band 
still remain, led by 
Charles Xavier (Patrick 
Stewart) and Magneto 
(Ian McKellen); in order 
to try and rewrite 
history, and avoid the 
mutant genocide, a plan 
is hatched to send 
Wolverine (Hugh 
Jackman) back in time to 
bring the-then warring 
pair of Xavier and 
Magneto (played by 
James McAvoy and 


Michael Fassbender) 
back together in order to 
stop Bolivar Trask (Peter 
Dinklage) from creating 
the machines that will 
wipe out mutants;

and he responds with his 
best film (and the best 
X-film) since X2; 
narratively rich, it gives 
Singer the storyteller 
plenty to chew on and 
work with and Singer 
the action director 
several set pieces that 
are more than a match of 
what’s on offer 
elsewhere this summer. 

The story (adapted 
from the comic of the 
same name) may have 
been tweaked to make 
the journey from page to 
screen, but it works just 
as well. 


With the scriptwriters 
(one of whom was 
Vaughn) by and large 
bringing sharp 
characterization to the 
fore and laying the 
emphasis of the 
characters’ relationships 
with each other and their 
attitudes and beliefs, 
there is a strong sense of 
story here, not just an 
excuse to link a bunch of 
action sequences, and 
Singer, who excels with 
the right material, brings 
just the right touch. 

For a series that’s 
never been too 
concerned with 
maintaining an accurate 
timeline of events (Holes 
of Plots Past could have 
easily been another 
option for a sub-title), 
there is an attempt to try 
and tie things up; how 
successful they are with 
depends on your 
goodwill and tolerance 
for resolving outstanding 
plot points with 
convenience. 

Visually the film is 
superbly realized, 
whether it’s an opening 
sequence that attempts to 
raise X2’s White House 
opener, a stunning set- 
piece that highlights the 
character of 

Quicksilver’s abilities, or

a climax that is 
incredibly well executed, 
with Singer using some 
neat little touches in 
between (Zapruder- 
esque footage of mutants 
in Paris for example) to 
give the film its own 
style. 

The use of 1970s 
cliches is thankfully 
underplayed, and while 
Singer gives the 1970s a 
little bit of fizz, his 
dystopian future is eerily 
realized, a triumph of 
mood and atmosphere, 
even if we don’t really 
see enough of it. 

In fact, that is the 
film’s main weakness; in 
cramming so much into 
what would normally be 
a lengthy 131 minutes, 
you feel an extra 20 
minutes may just give a 
little more breathing 
room for underused 
characters and some 
story strands. 

The performances are 
all strong, Jackman, 
although leading, having 
a more subdued 
involvement here, 
instead letting the 
younger element handle 
the heavy lifting. 

While James McAvoy 
is absolutely superb as a 
Xavier coming to terms 
with events of the 
previous film, all 
bitterness and 
ambivalence, and 
Jennifer Lawrence 
enjoys a beefed-up role 
benefiting her talents, 
both Nicholas Hoult and 
Michael Fassbender 
could have benefited 
from a little more 
substance and 
motivation. 

The latter’s character 
lacks the clarity and 
drive to really hit home, 
but Evan Peters’ 
Quicksilver very nearly 
steals the show in an 
extended cameo that 
hopefully will lead to 
more. 

Days of Future Past is 
something of a year zero 
for the franchise, a 
passing of the torch in a 
way from the old guard 
to the new, but the film 
excels in its own right, a 
blockbuster that delivers 
spectacle and marries it 
to an engaging storyline. 

VERDICT - Bryan 
Singer’s return to the 
director’s chair of the 
X franchise is a huge 
success, Days of Future 
Past a wonderful slice 
of nimmaking. A strong 
cast give quality, but 
the screenplay and 
Singer’s strengths as a 
storyteller mean that 
you’re engaged 
emotionally from the 
get go, and sets the 
series down intriguing 
new pathways. 
Excellent.

1 THINK I have 
to begin this 
month with 
another comment 
about the financial 
pressures that the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council is still 
facing, along with 
all the other 
councils 
throughout Wales. 

I indicated at the time 
of the budget that the 
austerity measures are 
going to continue and 
are going to hit services 
very hard. As I also 
indicated, as a Labour / 
Llantwit First Council, 
we have been taking a 
long term view of how 
services are provided 
and will continue to do 
so. 

Regrettably, it seems 
likely that next year we 
are going to have our 
Government support 
grants lowered again. 
We already know that 
we would see at least a 
1.6 per cent cut in our 
Government funding, 
but figures supplied to 
me this week indicate 
that the cut will be even 
greater and possibly as 


high as 4.5 per cent, 
which would be roughly 
the same as this year. 

It seems to me that 
‘the penny has still not 
dropped’ with our 
political opponents that 
such a reduction in 
funding is going to have 
a very serious effect on 
our ability to provide 
services to the people of 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

It is also apparent that 
despite my continued 
warnings, not all 
residents, some staff and 
our trade union 
colleagues seem to 
understand the 

difficulties we face. 

I am sorry to have to 
say this, but I have to 
again make it clear that 
in order to continue to 
provide the best services 
possible, we may have 
to change the way in 
which our services are 
delivered. 

This is why I have 
initiated a full review of 
staffing throughout the 
council, which has led 
on from the senior 
management changes 
that were implemented 
last year. 

We have since been 
looking at all levels of 


staffing and this will 
continue for all 
directorates. 

Coupled with that, we 
will be reviewing all 
service areas, including 
both the statutory 
services (the ones we are 
legally obliged to 
deliver) as well as the 
non-statutory services. 

This is why we began 
a review of library 
services. I have made it 
clear that we do not 
want to close any 
libraries, but we have to 
make sure they are as 
efficient as possible and, 
if necessary, collaborate 
with others to keep them 
open. 

We are currently 
consulting on options 
put forward, including 
reducing the hours the 
main libraries are open, 
as surveys have shown 
there was limited use by 
the public during certain 
hours of the day. 

It is also proposed 
that some libraries might 
be run with the help of 
volunteers, although still 
supported by a Vale 
Council librarian. 

Clearly, this has been 
contentious, but that 
model operates

elsewhere and, in the 
main, this refers to the 
smaller libraries that are 
only open for 10 or 11 
hours a week. 

I had hoped that there 
could be support from 
community groups or 
the community councils, 
but if the response is the 
same as it was for 
suggested collaboration 
with a mobile library, 
that may not be the case. 

Only Barry Town 
Council came forward to 
work with us on that 
occasion, but it’s not too 
late for others to come 
on board with that, too. 

As part of the review, 
we have also suggested 
investment of £250,000 


in Llantwit Major 
Library and £88,000 in 
Penarth Library. 

I should reiterate that 
despite these service 
reviews, education and 
social services are at the 
top of our priority list 
and will be protected as 
much as possible. 

I am pleased that our 
bids for capital grant aid 
from Welsh Government 
to extend Ysgol Gwaun 
Y Nant Welsh School 
into a two-form entry, as 
well as building a new 
Oakfield school on the 
same site, have been 
successful. 

This will continue our 
school building 

programme, meaning 


we will have much 
better school buildings 
that will be more 
efficient and, in the long 
term, save valuable 
resources. 

We are also planning 
to rebuild some schools 
in Llantwit Major and 
those proposals are still 
being considered despite 
the reaction from some 
quarters to this plan. 

I still believe the plan 
being considered is the 
right one for the schools 
involved and we will 
continue our dialogue on 
these proposals, as we 
are with improvements 
to other schools, such as 
Albert Primary School 
in Penarth and St Curig 
in Barry. 

I am happy to report 
that our collaborations 
with Barry Town 
Council are on-going 
and we have had 
discussions with them 
about a new mobile 
library service which we 
hope to have up and 
running from June. We 
are also collaborating 
with them on plans to 
develop Cemetery 
Approach in Barry as a 
memorial garden and 
open space.

employment for on¬ 
going maintenance. 

“Suncredit will also 
make a commitment of 
£500,000 to benefit 
environmental, safety, 
education and 

community projects in 


the local area, as well as 
providing an 

environmental 
management 
programme to improve 
local biodiversity”.

Wartime hero is honoured... 

70 YEARS LATER!

A CARDIFF 

airman has finally 
been honoured - 70 
years after he was 
killed in action 
during the Second 
World War. 

Flight sergeant George 
Arthur Saunders was 
shot down in his 
Lancaster bomber 
following a raid on 
Berlin on March 24, 
1944. His brother Ted, 
and nephew Phil 
Saunders, were joined by 
other family members 
and close friends at an 
emotional ceremony at 
614 Squadron, Ty 
Llewellyn in Cardiff, to 
receive a number of 
military medals in 
honour of his wartime 
service. 

George was returning 
from a night raid on 
Berlin when his 
Lancaster ND642 was 
shot down and crashed 
just north of the German 
town of Eilenburg. His 
crew mates were all from 
Wales, with the 
exception of Flight 
Engineer David Harris, 
who came from Essex. 

George was buried in 
the Berlin 1939-1945 
War Cemetery, where his 
nephew Phil has visited 
his grave and left a 
plaque in memory of his 
uncle. 

The family have now 
been presented with the 
1939-1945 Star Medal, 
the Air Crew Europe Star 
Medal and the War 
Medal by 614 
Squadron’s Commanding 
Officer, Wing 

Commander Phil Sagar. 


“We are honoured to be 
able to remember and 
recognise the service and 
sacrifice made by Elight 
Sergeant George 

Saunders, and to ensure 
that his family receive 
his service medals in his 
memory,” he said. 

George’s brother, Ted 
Saunders was also 
presented with a Bomber 
Command lapel pin in 
memory of George. 

Ted, accompanied by 
his wife and son, said: “It 
was a wonderful pleasure 
to be here. I am so 
proud. I will put the 
medals in a position of 
prominence somewhere 
at home.” 

George worked as a 
railway clerk before 
enlisting in the RAE on 
July 24, 1941. He was 
initially recommended 
for pilot training where 
he trained as a navigator 
before being promoted to 
flight sergeant. 

The pilot and George’s 
crew mate Alfryn Jen&ns 
from Penclawdd was the 
uncle of Welsh composer 
Karl Jenkins, who went 
on to compose a piece of 
music ‘Eor the fallen’ in 
memory of his viola 
playing uncle. 

The piece was played 
at the medal presentation 
ceremony at Ty 
Llewellyn, in memory of 
George, Alfryn and the 
rest of the crew. 

Squadron Leader Mat 
Best added: “Although 
this is a positive 
occasion, it is also one 
marked with solemnity 
as we recognise the lives 
and deaths of our fallen 
comrades.”
